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THE NEPTUNE CRUELTIES.

Warrnnts Agniost Cnptain Peabody and His
Muares—sintements of the Vled’mn.
United Btates Commissioner Shields to-day
paid & visit to the frosi-bitten colored sallors,
who allege that they are suffering on account of
the Inhumanity of Captain Peabody and his
mates of the sh!i) Neptune. There are eight
men in all in the Park Hospital. Six of these
men, those whose names have already been re-
pic'rk.'d, are in bed; the other two are abvle to
sit up.
In[:mswer to quesiions put by the Commis-
sloner, who had come to take the affidavits of
the men preparatory to lssulng warrants against
the officers, Edward Reeee, whose feet and
bands are in a dreadful conditlon (the little
finger of his left hand having dropped off from
mortification resulting from frost), said that the
captain and second mate had frequently struck
him, and made him do work when he was saffer-
ing great agony trom frozen feel and hands, and
that the captain always called him intothe cabin
when be struck him, so that no one could see
bim punished.
William Oliver, another of the victims, com-
plained of similar treatment, and added thht the
capiain bad often kicked him, aud that he had
been forced to work eo Incessantly that he had
not been able to take his boots off for three
weeks. This man's feel were covered with a
kind of ecum or mould, the ¢fecls of frost and
constant wetling with salt water.
Franecis Albon, a Bermuda negro, was foa
terrible condition. His feet are paffed up and
swollen to at least three times their natural
eize, and hig hands are also in a bad condition.
His story is similar to that told bf others; in
fact, all the men are in substantislly the same
conditien and relate aboug the same story of the
inhumanity of the captain and mates in making
them work when they were unable. All the
victime are extremely honest appearing men,
and do not talk nor appear like men who wonld
disobey orders or create trouble on shipboard.
The records of the cruelties alleged to have
been perpetraled by Captaln Peabody cover
pages of almost every United States Commis-
sloner's minute-book, are on record in the
Mayor's office, and have filled colamns of news-
apers during a period of many years, yel he
a8 never Leen convicted, it Is sald, owlog to
his influence and wealth.
Willlam Brown and another sallor, name un-
Enown, both white, have begun ecivil suits
against Captain Peabody, in the Marine Court,
to recover damages for cruelties alleged to have
been inflicted on them on board the Neptune.
Brown has also made an affidavit againgt the
captain and second mate, before Commissioner
ﬂhl;elds, alleging that the mate beat him, and
that the captain kicked him and threatened to
throw him overboard on several occasions.—
N. Y. Post last svening.

DEMOCRATIC FINANCIERING.

Heoew Unmberinnd County Mannxes Her Do-
wmeatic Aflnirs.

The following, from the Carligle Herald, shows
the peculiar qualifications of the Democracy to
wanage the mopey affuirs of the people: —

At last the investigation s over. The audltors
bave adjusted the accounts of the county trea-
surer and made their report. We will give a
resume of the matters developed as far as they
have been reported to ue:—

Letit be known, then, that during the trinm-
virate of Messrs. Hale, Floyd, and Harris, men
who were selected by that grand old Demo-
cratiec party, for their integrity, prudence, and
capacity, to manage the affairs of the country,
It became pecessary to bulld bridges over the
Conodoguinet, The commissioners had at first
yromised the woodwork of these bridges to

essrs. Jacoby and Gracey, of this county, but
they afterwurds cencluded, for substantial rea-
sons, to glve it to the company which was to
farnish the iron. Messrs. Jaeoby and Gracey
then employed couussl, and proposed to bring
an action against the commissioners for dam-
aged on acconnt of the unfulfilled contracts. In
the meantime the board chavged, Khoads taking
the place of Mr. Hale, whose term  had explred.
In order to get rid of the suit, Rhoads and Floyd
elgned orders on the treasurer of the connty for
#1400 in favor of Jacoby and Gracey, in satisfac-
tion of their clalms.

This was the origin of the trouble that has
kept the hnp‘!)y family in hot water for some
time past, and which made the developments
which we now rise to explain.

When this matter came to be investigated,
the proprictors of the Democratic Club-room
and their clerk, cpe James Armstrong, were
called and sworn. The aonditors beld a loose
reim, and the developments became ‘‘elegant
entirely.” It was shown that the commissioners
had a commission of two dollars per oot for the
fron bridges that were to be built over the
crooked and raging Conodoguinet, which the
contractor was to pay them as goon as he re-
ceived bis money. So when the lron bridge man
drew his funds from the treasurer, he handed
over to the amiable Mr. Armstrong, who was
the financial agent of the concern, somawhat
over $5C0.

Mr, Harrls, when he was examined, was aaked
a# to this matter, and said (hat Mr, Armstrong
bad handed him a roll of notes abont that time,
but be never supposed there was anything wrocyg
in the matter, but thought It was in the regular
eonrse of business. e didu't at the time even
connt the money, somuch was he engrossed and
his mind distracted with bis official doties. This
was what came out of aslugle bridge-bullding
transaction, in the investigation of & siugle item.

A more astounding development of official
pseonduct never beforé eawme out in any eom-
munity. The fact that a set of commissioners,
who are pald for as many days as they cam find
excuses to come to Carlisle, should make two
deliberate attempts at robblng the county trea-
gury in the same transaction, s incredible, and
would hardly be believed on any other than
their own testimony. This lm tion on the
tax-payers of the county merits the severesi
ubnz, and it doesn't matter whether it arose
from corruption or want of official knowledge,
or from what caunse. The commissioners are
supposed Lo be elected to guard the funds io the
treasury, and not Lo s¢usnder or steal them.
We will continue this sort of official advertis-
isg gratis on all proper occasions,

THE TENNESSEE.

Speculations ns te Her

hl?-ﬂavnl Omicers
Belleve Her Safe.

The Washington Patriot of yesterday says: —

That some accident has happened to the
sleamer Tennessee seems Lo be the convietion
of many persons; and yet, when pressed for the
reasons fur such serious apprehensions, the
cangce ascigned are as numerons as the Inqu'lrlas.
When taken together they amount to this:—
First, that the Tennessee has been out twenty-
seven daye, without having been heard from or
seen by any passing vessel, which, in itself, ia
pot sufficiently unusual to warrant the feeling
which prevallg; second, a want of confidence in
the administration of onr naval affairsjgenerally;
and third, painful rumors that neither the ves-
sel itsell nor her machinery were such as shoald
have been selected for snch a trip.

On Friday the President ls sald to have stated
that, although a little nervous on Thursday, he
did not then, after hearing General Babeock's
views, feel at all alarmed.

Belng asked what General Babeock's views
were, he sald: “General Babcock says he has
made two trips to Ean Domingo; and that, owing
to misging the connection with Lhe steamers,
that leave there once n month for New York, it
may be ten days more before news of the Ten-
nessee comes back. Thope to hear by Sunday
of her eafe arrival.”

The Tennessee's engines were lnquired about,
Bome eaid they had a fair trial in a sail from
New York to Washington, and others sald not,
but all ngreed that her chlef engineer oflicer
was a superior man for the place, and wounld
work the machinery through if It could be
worked at all.

At the Capitol the feeling was not as confi-
dent, and fears that the Tennessee was lost ware
openly expressed,

On Baturday the President talegraphed to
Admiral Lee, directing him to despatch a vessel
to Ban Domingo in quest of the Tennessee or of
information of her. This is construed as an
indication of misgivings al the Navy Depart-
ment, but 08 any admission of such a feeling
there would be felt as an admission of the un-
reaworthiness of the vessel, it will no doubt be
gaid that this order was issued to allay the public
snxiety relating to the miaaln% steamer. It s
cvident that the department is in hourly hopes
of hearing from the Nuantasket, and the Chlef
Clerk has remained in the department uutil late
for several nights, in expectation of recelving
such a cakle despateh from Havana.

Public anxiety will naturally increase as the
time passes, and If nothing ia heard before the
return of the vessel despatched by Admiral Lee,
which cannot be before Friday or Baturday, it
+ill have reached o painful degree.

STATEMENTS OF NAVAL OFFICERS,

The following statement ls made up after
converastions with prominent naval oflicers In
the city:—The Tenvessee is one of a class of
steamers built near the close of the war with
epecial reference to their epeed, and whichhave
gince proved themseclves to be staunch eea golng
veseele. During her trinl trip in 1867, with the
S8hkerwood machivery in her, she encountered a
four days hurricane in the Galfof Mexico, which
put her eapacities for salling ina high sea as thor-
oughly to thetest as any vessel could well be
subjected to. The journal of Captain Wroe
giving an account of that trip, is very fall and
explicit, and goes to show that her behavior in
gnfea that split her new stormsails to tatters,
and thumped her about in every concelvableand
unpleasant manper, was admirable, and that in
a severe encounter with the ocean in one of its
ugliest moods she carried herself so well as to
deeerve high praise from that officer.

Naval officers of the best experience siate
that after her return from that desperate trip
(in which the worst that could be sald of her by
her commzander was, that she would ship an oc-
casional fea, and that ehe had not sufilclent
scuppers for what is called a “wel” ship), she
was hauled up and thoroughly examined. The
faults referred to were all remedied. She was
lightened of some five hundred to elght hundred
tons of unnecessary machinery, affording room
for bunks for a competent crew; agpar deck was

mt upon her, which completely protects bher
rom shipping heavy seas, and at the game time
braces and strengthens her all around: her
machinery put in aplendid condition, and a new
keel put in her. Every timber in her was
thoroughly examined-she is a white-oak vessel
—and wherever there was the slightest sign of
decay the condemned portion was removed and
sound timber substituted, Bhe was regarded as
being in excellent condition for this trip, and
was selected for It for this reason.

When the Tennessee went down New York
harbor on this passage she was observed to be
goiog only at o rate of eight koots, and several
l:ersons who knew what her engines would be
ikely to do predieted that she would not make
over 1024 knots during the passage. Bhe left on
the 16th ultimo, and could not be supposed to
have got away from Bandy Hook, where her
compass had to be adjusted, and get clear of
the coast on the first day. This would bring
ber to the 17th. To go the route she went, get
to Ban Domingo. and from thenee round to
Havana, ehie would have to travel 2800 mlles.
Commencipng to count from the 17th, and allow-
ing her speed at 10} knots, it would take her
till the 27th to reach Samana bay: and In cross-
ing the Gulf Stream, as she had to diagonally,
she met the reslstance of that eurrent flowing
dead against ber at the rate of four miles an
hour, which would make her lose at least 100
miles out of the day's work where she crossed.
This 100 milea would have to be accounted for
in the time allotted for ber passage.

On arrivivg ot Samana Bay she would be out
of coal, and h is thonght she took no coal bags
or baskels with her, such as are used in holsting
in coal, and that, with the facilities she would
be likely to find there for conling, she eould not
ehip n complement for her return voyage at the
rate of over sixty tons per day. Thus time
would elapse at this point.

The Tennescee carried a steam launch on
board, and something was sald before she leit
about sendlog a party to do a littls exploring up
the Yuna river. This would also consume some
time. Allowing five days for coallng and plea-
eure trips would bring us dywn to the 1st inst.
Then rhe would be two days getting round Lo
Ban Domingo city, which brings us down to the
&d. From the latter poiot to Havana would re-

ulre five days more, which brings us down to
the Sth instant, and then allow a margin of one
or two days for the bundred miles loét in eross-
fog the Gull stream, and for incidental mishaps
on.y important In the vexatious delays attend-
ant on tLem.md the twenty seven days ithat have
elupsed since she salled are reasonsbly ac-
counted for,

In a word, it may be siated that every prowml-
pent officer in the navy located or visiting in
Washington has been interviewed by newspaper
men, or by the anxious friends of those on
board the Tennessee, and all assert thelr bellef
that the ship is safe.

_ Capiain Drommond’s Statement.

The followlng appears in Lhe New York pa-
pers:—

Puitanerruia, Feb, 13, —Captain Drum-
mond, of the bark Anderson, furnishes the fol-
lowing additional particunrs of his sighting the
Tennessee: —

The Anderegon’s log-book reported raining and
a very heavy northeast sea rolling. Both Uap-
tain Drummond and his first mate are positive
that it was the Tennessee they saw, as she would
bave been just at that place on the 18th of
Janvary, land time. Capiain Drummond would
have reported it before, but did not know the
Tenneesee had not been heard from.

THE DARIEN EXPEDITION.

Arrlynl of the Guard at the Gulf of Darfen—
The FProposed Heute—Miarting the Expedi-
tlonn.

U, 8, Bure Guarp, MoUTH OF THE ATRATO
Riven, Jan, 1. —It I8 now nearly a montlf since
the United 8tates Exploring Expedition, under
the command of Thomas O. Bellridge, com-
mander U, 8. N., salled from New York on the
Guard for the purpoee of deciding whether it la
or Is not practicable to divide the Isthmus of
Darien by a canal through which the
largest vessels may pass from the Atlantic
to the Pacific Ocenn. It will be recollected
that the Guard was used last year for a similar
purpoee, and that the S8an Blas and other routes
thien examined and surveyed were found to offer
insurmountable obstacles to the construction of
the propoeed canal. Leaving New York on the
34 of last December, the Goard made a quick
passage of fourteen days te Carlagena, the
capital of Botlvia. There, through the courtesy
of Mr. Hanaberg, the Ameriean Consul, Com-
mander Selfridge succeeded in engaging sixteen
of the most trusty machelleros. These men be-
come exceedingly vigorous and hardy by passing
morethan half the year in the woods hunting for
rbber. Thus they are well fitted to act as
guides, and to cut such lines as it may be neces-
sary to open during the survey. While at Car-
tagena, the naval officers and clvilians of the
expedition gave a ball on the Guoard in bonor of
the inhabitants. The President of Bolivia, the
foreign Consuls, and most of the elife of the cily
were present, and the entertainment passed off
In a most enjoyable manner. On Christmas day
adelefal.iou gave the officers of the Guard a
formal invitation to a grand ball, to be given
them on the following night by the citizns o
Cartagena., The invitation was accepled, and
from the fact that the boats used by exploring
parties have since been named Rapherania,
Anita, and Colombia, it would seem that the
yvoung officers were more than pleased with their
fair entertainers.

When anchor was agnain weighed a day’s run
brought us to our present anchorage in the
Gulf of Uraba. We are just Inside the en-
trance, abont two miles off the Isla de los Muer-
toe (Island of the Dead). The topography of
the conniry in the immediate vicinity of the
ghore-line s exceedingly monotonous. This
land, formed from the deposit of the Atrato
river, ig low and marshy, and covered with a
lnxuriant growth of tropical vegetation. The
beach is everywhere of fine sand, desiitute of
shells, and runs off very gradually to deep
waler. There is no lack of anchorage, however,
for vessels of the largest slze.

From information furnished by a gulde who
has paseed his life in gathering caoutchouc on
the banks of the Atrato River and its tribn-
tarles, Commander Belfridge feels confident that
a practicable route for a ghip canal across the
Isthmus of Darien will be the following:—Enter
the Atrato by Cano Coqifito, one of the thirteen
arms Lhruus:{ which its waters flow Into the sea;
follow the Atrato about fifty miles inlo the inte-
rior to the Cacarlea River; follow the Caecarica
up until reaching the Indian trail which
leads across the ‘“divide” between the
Atlantic and Pacific slopes to. the ‘vlllugc
and river of Paya; go down the Paya river to
its junction with the Tuyra, and down the
Tuyra to San Migoel Bay and the Paclic
Ocean. It is said to be less than a dozen miles
from the head of the Cacarica to the head of
the Payn, so that we bhave at once a continnous
connection ot running water between the two
oceans, with the exception of a single break
caused by a range of hills described as

pot much higher than the masts of our ships.

Yesterday morning the first exploring party
left the ship under the command of Master A.
R. Conden, U. 8. N,, in charge of the boats and
men, and James Barnes, Esq.. Chiel Engineer
of the expedition im charge of the survey, as-
sisted by Mr. A, D. Beach, This party is
ordered to proceed as soon as possible to the
junction of the Cacarica with the Atrato, and
to earry the survey from that point up the
former river to the Paya trail. To-morrow
Commander Selfridge will start in the steam-
launch and make a rapid reconnolssance of
the entire route us far as the yvillage of Paya on
the Paclilc side. The re;l)orl. given by him on
his return will of course be wailed for with the
liveliest interest, as it will slmost decide the
practicability of the ginaniic enterprige. An-
other surveying party will start out to-morrow
under the direction of A. Leslie Davoll, nssist-
ant engineer to the ex tion. He will make
a prelimipary examination of Boca and Cano
Coquilo, and run a line of levels to the junction
of the Cacarica with the Atrato.

EXD OF THE COALSTRIKE.

tirent Helolelng Throughont the Apthraclte
Hemion—Uperntives nnd Miners.

fBcnantox, Pa., Feb. 18, —Saturday was a day
of universal n:jcuic!ng in this city, and, in fact,
throughout the anthracite coal regions, inaugu-
rated by the glad intelligence that the Grand
Counell of the Workingmen's Benevolent Asso-
clation had at last signified its willingness to
allow the miners to resnme work on the 15th.

This edict, so lopg and apxiously looked for,
produced great and ictense excitement. From
early morn until far in the night, the prineipal
avennes were thronged with people representing
all clusees.

The causes which led to this great strike have
been enumerated 8o often that to repeat them
would be superfiuous. There ure some things,
however, developed during its continndnce
which may Le of intereet to the reader,

Sowme time pgo the miners in the five anthra-
clte coonties, viz., Behuoylkill, Lugerne, Car-
bon, Northumberland, and Colmmbia, formed
themeelves Into a union, slmilar to those of
other trades in New York. This orgaolzation
was called the Workingmen's Benevolenl Asso-
clation.

A Graud Councll is elected yearly. This
conncil is composed of 81 members, who exer-
clse control over one hundred thousand minera,
The councll {8 invested with eupreme powers,
aud all guestions arising in subordinate regions
are ecttled by it, and no matter how unfair or
unjust the decision may appear, members of the
Unlon are bound to submit without a murmur.

It afforded opportonity for the exerclge of
undue anthority, i it did nol openly luvite the
altendance of scheming operators who had axes
to grind, and who understood Lthoroaghly where
and when to strike.

In the 8chuylkill region especially a regular sys-
tem was Inaugurated there last year by its repre-
gentatives in the Councll, which has been Kept
up ever elunce. At times symptoms of open mau-
tiny became apparent, aud many of the miners
threatened to guit the concern, and openly lo
declare tbelr sentiments regarding i, but the
fpevitable “‘gag” was brought into requisition,
and (hey were forced to submit quietly.

If conducted properly and fairly in the inte-
rest of the miners, the W. B. A, would be of
great sdvantage to them, but when it is run in
the interest of a few, to the detriment of the
many, lhen people here say it I8 o curse and
should Le abollehed.

Bluce the sirike began business bas been
almost suspended. Of course, there has always
been plenty of money, but it has been locked up
in a few private safes.
